The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-7, 10, 11, 14 and 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by DiMatteo et al US Patent 6,685,739 B2. 

DiMatteo et al discloses an implant comprising an elastic scaffold (12) (see Fig. 1), a 
neoleaflet element (14) coupled to the scaffold capable of providing a one-way valve function 
that, in response to a first pressure condition, assumes a valve opened condition and in response 
to a second pressure condition, assumes a valve closed condition within the pseudo-annulus and 
spaced apart struts (150) appended to the scaffold and configured to contact tissue at or near 
opposite commisures of the heart valve annulus to brace the scaffold against migration within the 
annulus during the one-way valve function (see Fig. 17). 
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Regarding claims 2-4, see Fig. 17. 

Regarding claims 5, see Figs. 5-7, the bridge is element 40. 
Regarding claim 6, see Figs. 1-3.
